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Comer carries county, state GOP bid goes down to the wire 


About 23 percent of the registered voters in Clinton County 
took the time out of their schedule Tuesday to find their way to one 
of Clinton County’s 13 voting precincts to make their choice of 
candidates they preferred to represent their respective political party 
in this fall’s general election.

As Clinton County voters headed to the polls in near record 
low numbers this week to decided on the candidates that will 
represent the two main parties in this fall’s election for the 
top offices in Kentucky, most local voters don’t realize that a 
Clinton County native is currently on the job in Frankfort, inside 
the state’s second highest government office. 

Last November, when former Kentucky Auditor of Public 
Accounts Crit Luallen, was tagged by Governor Steve Beshearer 
to replace Jerry Abramson as his Lt. Governor, the long-time 
politician began putting together her staff that would work along 
side her for the two years she would likely be serving as the 
state’s second highest official. 

As a part of her staff, she needed a “right-hand man” so to 
speak in the position of her Chief of Staff, and her search didn’t 
go on for long. 

Luallen quickly reached out for one of the longest serving 
and best known names in Frankfort - a Clinton County native 
son - Phil Huddleston. 

While many local residents of the Baby Boomer age are very 
familiar with Huddleston and his Clinton County heritage, many 
others who are younger were likely unaware that the Chief of 
Staff for Kentucky’s second highest government official, grew

In the race that saw the most activity in Clinton County, the 
Republican primary for Kentucky Governor, the team of Jamie 
Comer and Chris McDaniel were the heavy favorites, winning all 13 
precincts here by a heavy margin over the three other teams seeking 
that party’s nomination 

The Comer/McDaniel finished local voting with a total of 1,358 
votes to earn a huge margin over the next closest team of candidates 
for Governor and Lt. Governor, Matt Bevin and Jenean Hampton, 
which finished in Clinton County with 106 votes. 

In third place, Hal Heiner and K.C. Crosbie netted some 65 votes 
while Will T Scott/Rodney Coffey team picked up 28 votes across 
Clinton County in the primary. 

Jamie Comer, the current Kentucky Commissioner of Agriculture, 


who is from nearby Tompkinsville, built a strong base in Clinton 
County among Republican voters, as was evident not only in the 
number of Comer/McDaniel yard signs evident across the county, 
but in the margin of votes earned Tuesday as well. 

Across the state, with Bevin appearing to hold a slight lead, 
late vote reports from central Kentucky time zone counties, moved 
Comer to within just a few votes, late Tuesday night, Comer had 
actually moved into a slight lead and appeared perhaps to have 
captured the Republican nomination, before a late reporting precinct 
put Bevin back in front by just a handful of votes, making it too close 
to call at press deadline. 

With 99 percent of the precincts from across Kentucky reporting,

Proposed new marina at Rowena 
Landing is back on the COE table 


The on again off again proposed new 
commercial marina at Rowena Landing on 
Lake Cumberland, is “on again” according 
to notice issued last week by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

With this latest announcement that was 
dated May 8, 2015 and issued from the Nash¬ 
ville District office of the COE, the size of 
the proposed facility has also apparently 
grown more than two-fold from it’s original 
plan that was initially 162 acres, including 48 
acres of water and 114 acres of land. 

Last week’s announcement notes that the 
proposed facility, which will be referred to 
officially as the Watauga location, now is 
made up of 353 acres of land and an addi¬ 
tional 54 acres of water for a total project 
size of 407 acres. 

According to the notice, the new facility, 


if the project should ever come to be, would 
likely include, but not necessarily be limited 
to, a marina, fuel dock, restaurant and waste- 
water disposal facility. 

Located at the end of Hwy. 558, most of 
the new facility’s acreage is actually located 
in neighboring Russell County, Kentucky. 

However, access to the site by land can 
only be made by driving through Clinton 
County on Hwy. 558 to reach the area which 
includes what is now known as Rowena 
Landing, a popular boat launching site and 
swimming area used almost exclusively by 
local residents. 

Currently, the area is completely undevel¬ 
oped and is only a road - Hwy. 558 - that leads 
into Lake Cumberland, about 15 miles north 
of Albany and about one-half mile across the 
Clinton County and Russell County line. 


Plans to investigate the possibility of lo¬ 
cating a new commercial marina were first 
announced in August, 2010. 

In January 2012, the Clinton County 
News reported that the Corps had announced 
it was soliciting proposals for the new mari¬ 
na and would be accepting lease applications 
for the development and operation that was 
then referred to as Rowena Landing South. 

When that announcement was made, the 
Corps noted that should a proposal be accept¬ 
ed, the commercial concession lease would 
have been awarded by April 1, 2013. 

When that April 1, 2013 date came and 
went without any action regarding the pro¬ 
posed new marina being taken, the project 
sat in limbo until January, 2014, when the

Matt Stainbrook speaks to Lady Dawg, Bulldog basketball players 

Xavier star led Musketeers to NCAA Sweet 16, became ‘media sweetheart’ 



Players from both the Lady Bulldogs and Bulldogs basketball 
squads at Clinton County High School were given a rare treat last 
week, hearing briefly from a nationally recognized sports figure. 

Matt Stainbrook, the 6’ 10” senior center for the Xavier Musketeers 
mens’ basketball team, spoke briefly to the group of about 40 
basketball players and others last Friday afternoon. 

Stainbrook, who led the Xavier Musketeers to the Sweet 16 round 
of the men’s NCAA Basketball tournament this past March, spoke 
for about 30 minutes to the high school students.

order to be able to put in the best 
performance on the court, and 
the importance of combining the 
proper diet with conditioning 
habits. 

After arriving at Xavier on a 
transfer from Western Michigan, 
Stainbrook began a conditioning 
program that saw him lose some 
50 pounds, hitting the court for 
the Musketeers last season at 270 
pounds. 

On the court, he led the Mus¬ 
keteers to a 23-14 season record, 
a runner-up finish in the Big East 
tournament, a run to the Sweet 16 


round of the NCAA men’s bas¬ 
ketball tournament, being named 
Big East Player of the Week and 
being named to the East-West 
All Star lineup that played on the 
Final Four floor in Indianapolis 
during the championship week¬ 
end. 

Off the court, Stainbrook gave 
up his scholarship in his final 
year to become a walk-on player 
for the Musketeers squad, so his 
younger brother, Tim, who was a 
player with Xavier with walk-on 
status, could have the full play¬ 
ing scholarship. 

In order to earn extra money 
to help with college expenses, 
Stainbrook became a UBER 
driver and that storyline was the 
subject of articles and features 
across the nation including a spe¬ 
cial ESPN report that was aired 


during the NCAA basketball 
tournament. 

Matt’s brother, Tim Stain¬ 
brook, traveled to Albany with 
him and was on hand during Fri¬ 
day’s program as well. 

Stainbrook said he will travel 
to Boston next week to spend 
several weeks working out and 
training in hopes of making the 
NBA draft on some level, and 
he also said he could find him¬ 
self playing professional basket¬ 
ball in Europe if his NBA hopes 
didn’t pan out. 

He also spent time after the 
gathering touring the playing 
court area, conditioning facili¬ 
ties, and the boys’ varsity locker 
room before leaving.

which included the classified hir¬ 
ing of Gatha Thompson as cook 
at the middle school; the classi¬ 
fied resignation of Sue Riddle as 
bus driver; and substitute teach¬ 
ers hired, district-wide, Brittany 
Smith and Hannah Campbell. 

After a presentation from 
school insurance representatives 
with Robert’s Insurance Com¬ 
pany, the board voted to approve 
Zurick Insurance (Robert’s 
Insurance) as the provider for 
Student School Accident Insur¬ 
ance at a cost of approximately 
$40,513.20, which includes a 
10-year catastrophic benefit of 
$7.5 million per student effective 
for the 2015-16 school year. 

The board also approved a 
school package umbrella pol¬ 
icy and automobile policy in 
the amount of $119,642.91 but 
tabled action until next month 
on the Workers’ Compensation 
policy. 

Salary schedules for the 
2015-16 school year for certi¬ 
fied and classified employees 
and substitute teachers were ap¬ 
proved, each including the state 
mandated two percent raise and 
they also approved the pay dates 
for school employees from July 
2015 through June 2016 and ap¬ 
proved the schedule for extended 
employment and extra increment 
pay for the next school term. 

They then approved the annu¬ 
al declaration for an emergency 
for substitute teachers, which re¬ 
quires a certified transcript with 
no less than 64 college hours and 
a grade point average of no less 
than 2.5 on a 4.0 scale. 

The board then approved and 
amended to BG #4 (buildings 


and grounds) to submit to the 
Kentucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion for replacement of one cool¬ 
ing tower at Albany Elementary, 
two HVAC units at CCHS and 
eight units at the Early Child¬ 
hood Center, in the amount of 
$187,406 and also approved 
closeout forms on those projects. 

Also approved Monday night 
was the FY 2016 Mathematics 
Achievement grant in the amount 
of $41,000; Forward Edge As¬ 
sociates to provide drug testing 
for students and employees for 
the 2015-16 year; renewed the 
contract with One Call Now for 
the next school year at a cost of 
$1.19 per student with a three- 
year commitment; renewed 
membership with the Chamber 
of Commerce at $50 annually 
and approved a shortened school 
day for one student with disabili¬ 
ties at Clinton County Middle 
School. 

The board then took another 
step to possibly seeing a connec¬ 
tor road to the new bypass and 
old 127 from the middle school, 
contingent upon grant funds be¬ 
ing available for construction. 

The board voted to declare the 
Clinton County Middle School 
Connector Road as surveyed to 
be surplus property and approv¬ 
ing a deed of conveyance, con¬ 
veying the subject property to the 
Clinton Fiscal Court in consider¬ 
ation of the fiscal court expend¬ 
ing necessary funds to construct 
and maintain subject roadway for 
the benefit of the Clinton County 
School System and to authorize 
the president, Paula Key, to sign 
the deed of conveyance, all sub¬ 
ject to approval from the KDE 
(Kentucky Department of Edu¬ 
cation) District Facilities Branch. 

They then approved an

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A Wayne County couple in¬ 
dicted on sexual abuse charges 
were arraigned in circuit court 
on Tuesday, May 5. 

John and Jacqueline Fawcett 
both entered not guilty pleas dur¬ 
ing the appearance. The two were 
jointly indicted for three counts 
of sodomy first degree and three 
counts of incest. 

John Fawcett was also indict¬ 
ed for three other counts of incest 
and three counts of first degree 
rape. Jacqueline Fawcett was 
additionally indicted for three 
counts of complicity to rape first 
degree and three counts of com¬ 
plicity to incest. 

All charges involve a victim 
under the age of 12. According 
to the indictment, charges stem 
from alleged incidents that oc¬ 
curred from 2012 to 2014. The 
investigation into the sexual 
abuse allegations were conduct¬ 
ed by Kentucky State Police. 

The indictments against the 
couple were returned by a local 
grand jury in April. Jacqueline 
Fawcett turned herself in to local 
authorities in March. John Faw¬ 
cett fled the area and was arrested 
on April 10 in Panama City, Flor¬ 


ida on an unrelated drug charge. 

A pre-trial conference in the 
case has been set for June 9 in 
Wayne Circuit Court. 


Wayne County High School 
boys basketball stand-out Peyton 
Woods added another award to 
his collection. 

Woods picked up another 
accolade after he was recently 
named to the Kentucky All-Stars 
boys’ basketball team. 

He was among the 13 top high 
school boys’ basketball players 
picked for the squad, which will 
take on the Indiana All-Stars this 
summer. 

The prolific Cardinal guard 
earned many other honors over 
his high school career, including 
when he was recently named to 
the USA Today 2015 All-State 
Basketball First Team. 

Woods earned that honor af¬ 
ter he shot 40.9 percent from the 
three-point line and netted the 
most three-pointers in the state 
this past season after he drilled 
108 three pointers. 

He finished his high school 
career as Wayne County’s sec¬ 
ond leading scorer with 2,467 
total points and had 362 career 
three-pointers, which ranked him 
fourth in state history. 

Woods and his Kentucky All- 
Star teammates will have beat¬ 
ing the Indiana All-Stars at the 
forefront of their minds after the 


Hoosier team has beaten Ken¬ 
tucky 20 out of the past 21 times. 

Indiana has won six games in 
a row against Kentucky. 

The two teams will square off 
on June 12 at Transylvania Uni¬ 
versity’s Beck Center and June 
13 at the Bankers Life Field- 
house in Indianapolis. 


The man accused of arson in 
connection with a 2014 fire at the 
Wayne County Attorney’s Of¬ 
fice entered a guilty plea to the 
charges in circuit court last week. 

James Rigney entered the plea 
on Tuesday, May 5 in conjunc¬ 
tion with a plea agreement that 
was reached with the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney. Rigney was 
charged with arson second de¬ 
gree, burglary third degree, tam¬ 
pering with physical evidence 
and theft by unlawful taking 
under $500 in connection with 
the May 22, 2014 fire that heav¬ 
ily damaged the office of Wayne 
County Attorney Tom Simmons. 

According to the plea agree¬ 
ment, Rigney received a sen¬ 
tence of 10 years on the arson 
charge, a sentence of five years 
on each on the charges of bur¬ 
glary third degree and tampering 
with physical evidence and 12 
months on the theft charge. The 
last three sentences are to run 
concurrent with the sentence in 
the first charge for a total of 10 
years.

The sentence will be probated 
for five years, according to the 
plea agreement. 

The other person charged 
with the fire, Tasha Brumley, en¬ 
tered a plea agreement in the case 
in November. She pled guilty to 
charges of second degree arson, 
burglary third degree, tampering 
with physical evidence and theft 
by unlawful taking under $500. 
She received a 20 year sentence, 
which was probated for a period 
of five years. 

Formal sentencing for Ri¬ 
gney has been set for June 23 in 
Wayne Circuit Court.

Deputy David Cain arrested 
Brian K. Huff, 34, of Jamestown 
for theft of services at the scene. 
Huff is accused of trying to ob¬ 
tain water without payment for 
his residence. 

After a search warrant was 
obtained for Huff’s residence, 
officers discovered evidence that 
led to additional charges of man¬ 
ufacturing methamphetamine 
and possession of drug parapher¬ 
nalia. 

Following the arrest, Huff 
was lodged in the Russell Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center at around 11 
a.m. on May 11.

The Russell County Sheriff’s 
Department has received a dis¬ 
turbing number of reports in re¬ 
cent weeks and months of scam¬ 
mers targeting senior citizens. 

Elder fraud is an act targeting 
older adults in which attempts 
are made to deceive with promis¬ 
es of goods, services, or financial 
benefits that do not exist, were 
never intended to be provided, 
or were misrepresented. Finan¬ 
cial exploitations is the illegal or 
improper use of an older adult’s 
funds or property. 

Far too many older adults 
fall prey to scammers who are 
looking to make a quick buck. 
Although most of the incidents 
reported have been attempts at 
theft or deception, a few persons 
have been taken advantage of 
and lost money. The scammers 
are professional cons and very 
convincing that their call or letter 
is legitimate. 

Sheriff Clete McAninch rec¬ 
ommends the following steps be 
taken to better protect your mon¬ 
ey and property: 

Health Insurance Fraud: 

1. Never sign bank insurance 
claim forms. 

2. Never give blanket permis¬ 
sion to a medical provider to bill 
for services rendered. 

3. Ask your medical providers 
what they will change and what 
you will be expected to pay out- 
of-pocket. 

4. Carefully review your in¬ 
surer’s explanation of the ben¬ 
efits statement. Call your insurer 
and provider if you have ques¬ 
tions. 

5. Do not do business with 
door-to-door or telephone sales¬ 
people who tell you that services 
of medical equipment are free. 

6. Give your insurance/Medi- 
care identification only to those 
who have provided you with 
medical services. 

7. Keep accurate records of all 
health care appointments. 

8. Know if your physician or¬ 
dered equipment for you. 

Medicare Scams: 

1. Protect your Medicare 
number as you do your credit 
card numbers and do not allow 
anyone else to use it. 

2. Be wary of sales-people 
trying to sell you something they 
claim will be paid for by Medi¬ 
care. 

Review your Medicare state¬ 
ments to be sure you have in fact 
received the services billed. 

4. Report suspicious activities 
to 1-800-MEDICARE. 

Telemarketing Sams: 

1. Don’t buy from an unfamil¬ 
iar company. 

2. Always ask for and wait 
until you receive written material 
about any offer or charity. 

3. Obtain a person’s name, 
business identity, telephone 
number, street address, mailing 
address, and business license 
number before you transact busi¬ 
ness. 

4. Always take your time in 
making a decision. 

5. If you have information 


about a fraud, report it to state, 
local, or federal law enforcement 
agencies. 

Home Repair or Contractor 
Fraud: 

1. Be an informed consumer. 
Take the time to call and shop 
around before making a pur¬ 
chase. Take a friend with you 
who may offer some perspective 
to help you make difficult deci¬ 
sions. 

2. Carefully read all contracts 
and purchasing agreements be¬ 
fore signing and make certain 
that all of your requirements 
have been put in writing. 

3. Make sure you understand 
all contract cancellation and re¬ 
fund terms. 

4. As a general rule take con¬ 
trol of all your transactions as a 
consumer. 

5. Do not allow yourself to be 
pressured into making purchases, 
signing contracts, or committing 
funds. These decisions are yours 
and yours alone. 

If you suspect you’ve en¬ 
countered financial abuse, don’t 
be afraid or embarrassed to talk 
about it with someone you trust. 
You are not alone, and there 
are people who can help. Do¬ 
ing nothing could only make it 
worse. Keep handy the phone 
numbers and resources you can 
turn to, including the local po¬ 
lice, your bank (if money has 
been taken from your accounts), 
and Adult Protective Services. 



Two men who are already 
serving time in federal prison on 
other charges have also pleaded 
guilty to second degree mur¬ 
der in Putnam County Criminal 
Court. 

James Troy Tabor, 24, and 
Michael Casey O’Howell, 23, 
pleaded guilty recently to the 
January 2010 shooting death of 
Franklin Todd Crabtree in a Carr 
Avenue apartment building. 

That shooting, which also 
injured but did not kill another 
man, resulted from an illegal 
drug transaction, say Cookeville 
Police Department investigators 
who investigated the case. 

“As the investigation pro¬ 
gressed, several suspects were 
developed,” said Lt. Carl Sells, 
a detective at the Cookeville Po¬ 
lice Department. 

The department was unable 
to make an arrest, however, be¬ 
cause it lacked enough evidence 
to proceed with charging any of 
the suspects in the crime. 

“During the course of the 
murder investigation, the (Tabor 
and O’Howell) suspects were 
involved in other illegal activi¬ 
ties that subsequently resulted in 
their being sent to federal pris¬ 
on,” Lt. Sells said. 

During the joint Cookeville 
Police Department and federal 
law enforcement investigation, 
however, additional evidence 
about that 2010 murder was ob¬ 
tained, and that additional evi¬ 
dence allowed the Cookeville 
Police Department to proceed 
with the prosecution of Tabor 
and O’Howell for the murder of 
Crabtree. 

The Putnam County Grand 
Jury indicted the two on first de¬ 
gree murder charges in Decem¬ 
ber 2013. 

“The District Attorney Gen¬ 
eral’s office arranged for ex¬ 
tradition from federal custody 
last week, and the suspects both 
pleaded guilty to second degree 
murder,” Lt. Sells said. 

Tabor and O’Howell each re¬ 
ceived a 17-year sentence, 100 
percent of which they will be 
serving concurrent to the fed¬ 
eral sentences they were already 
serving. 

“Even though they are al¬ 
ready serving lengthy federal 
sentences, the Cookeville Police 
Department and District Attor¬ 
ney General’s office believed it 
was necessary to hold them ac¬ 
countable for the crimes they had 
committed in our community,” 
Lt. Sells said. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Beth Willis worked on the case. 
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up in north Albany on U.S. 127. 

The Clinton County News 
worked with Huddleston over 
the past few weeks through a se¬ 
ries of emails in an effort to bring 
our readers a look at the success 
of one of our own who left years 
ago, but still considers home to 
be his beloved Clinton County. 

“I still think of that stretch 
of roadway as God’s Country” 
Huddleston told the Clinton 
County News when remember¬ 
ing his youth on U.S. 127. “ I 
had aunts, uncles, and cousins 
that lived along that roadside for 
miles. I am happy that some of 
my cousins still do. ” 

Huddleston, who now lives in 
Frankfort with his wife Pat, was 
the son of the late Earl F. and 
Maida Huddleston. 

Huddleston’s early years in 
Albany and Clinton County 
likely molded his public service 
lifestyle as an adult, as his father 
was a Clinton County Sheriff and 
later a Clinton County Judge in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s. 

He has two siblings, a sister, 
Linda Barnett, who retired after 
working approximately 40 years 
at the Albany office of South 
Kentucky RECC and still lives 
in Clinton County with her hus¬ 
band Keith. His brother, Doug 
Huddleston, lives in Bronston, 
Kentucky and is retired from the 
United State Homeland Security 
Agency. 

Huddleston’s wife, Patricia 
Moreland Huddleston, is also a 
native of Clinton County and re¬ 
tired as Branch Manager of Poli¬ 
cy Development for The Cabinet 
for Families and Children. She 
is the daughter of the late Sam 
and Ila Moreland. They have 
one daughter Joy (Brian) Kiser, 
a granddaughter, Lauren, and a 
grandson, Grant. 

The life of a public servant 
was also instilled deeply with 
Huddleston’s sister, Linda Bar¬ 
nett, who has served several 
terms as a volunteer member 
of the Clinton County Library 
Board. 

The history with the Clinton 
County Public Library and the 
Huddleston family is about as 
long as is possible here as he re¬ 
membered the history his father 


had as County Judge in working 
with the first Clinton County Li¬ 
brarian to secure the first library, 
located above the Albany Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department where the 
Albany Police Headquarters is 
now located. 

Huddleston still recognizes 
the importance of a good, strong 
public library in a small commu¬ 
nity. 

“Libraries are another source 
that is vital to the well-being of 
people,” Huddleston said. “If I 
recall correctly, Mrs. Eloise and 
my Dad came to Frankfort to get 
the funding to establish the first 
housing of the library that was 
on the second floor over the old 
Albany Fire Station.” 

Huddleston, whose mother 
passed away just last August, 
recalled just how valuable the 
adult generation of his childhood 
experiences were to him and his 
entire generation. 

“The generation before us are 
now all deceased,” he said. “That 
was the generation that instilled 
the principles of honesty, a solid 
work ethic, and good, contribut¬ 
ing citizenship.” 

Huddleston’s education began 
as the only first grade student in 
the one-room school setting at 
Hopkins School, a facility locat¬ 
ed just north of the Albany City 
Limits and still stands today in 
a preserved museum style state, 
on it’s original location adjacent 
to the Mountain View Recreation 
park. 

“What a wonderful place,” 
he said, remembering the Hop¬ 
kins School experience. “Miss 
Madge Smith taught all eight 
grades, and she was an amazing, 
inspiring educator of the highest 
caliber.” 

Huddleston said he attended 
school in Clinton County for 11 
of his 12 post-secondary educa¬ 
tion years, adding that his parents 
moved to Monticello in 1968, 
and after his senior year there, he 
graduated from the Monticello 
Independent School system in 
1969. 

“I have never lived outside 
Kentucky, but have now lived 
in several locations in the state,” 
Huddleston said. “However, the 
move from Clinton County and 
leaving my friends and family 
was difficult for me.” 

He says that his parents, like 
most parents of that generation, 
stressed the importance of ac¬ 
quiring a good education, adding 
that it was the determination of 


his parents and other parents of 
that era, that their children were 
going to school to learn, be re¬ 
spectful and appreciative. 

“In addition to the two of them 
and my great-aunt Thursie Tray¬ 
lor, I have to thank the superb 
teachers that I had throughout 
my career for imparting to me 
the skills that I have employed in 
making a living,” he said. 

Huddleston recalled several 
teachers from the Clinton Coun¬ 
ty school system that he credited 
for giving him the firm educa¬ 
tional foundation that he built his 
career on, including Lillian No¬ 
lan, Clayton Brown, Mary Ellen 
Summers, Ruby Nell Upchurch, 
Marie Robinson, and Madge 
Smith. 

“They were gifted, dedicated, 
tireless educators. I owe them 
every day that I earn a salary and 
appreciate the contribution that 
they have made to my life,” he 
said. 

Huddleston also pointed out 
that as important as the building 
that houses the school is, more 
important to a student’s educa¬ 
tion is what goes on inside those 
walls. 

“Hopkins School is a sterling 
example of how quality educa¬ 
tion is not a product of the build¬ 
ing in which one is taught, but 
rather, what is imparted between 
those four walls,” he noted. 

After high school, and attend¬ 
ing Berea College and Western 
Kentucky University, where he 
majored in business administra¬ 
tion, Huddleston embarked on 
his career in public service, be¬ 
ginning with his first position 
in 1974, as a social worker in 
Wayne County. He worked for 
the Cabinet for Human Resourc¬ 
es (now the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services) in Wayne, 
Pulaski, and Fayette counties 
and, in 1978, became a program 
specialist in the central office of 
the Cabinet in Frankfort. 

Huddleston joined the Legis¬ 
lative Research Commission in 
1980, working on several levels 
including as a program analyst, 
director of constituent services, 
and a stint as the Chief of Staff to 
the Kentucky Senate President. 

In 2002, he moved to the 
Kentucky League of Cities until 
2007, working as policy analyst 
and legislative liaison. In that 
capacity, he worked closely with 
local officials in addressing the 
needs of communities across the 
state and promoting economic 
growth to improve the quality of 
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life for Kentuckians. 

Twice during his career in 
Kentucky’s government struc¬ 
ture, he was forced to put his 
career on hold - the first time to 
help his siblings care for his ag¬ 
ing father, and the second time 
with the same situation surround¬ 
ing his mother, who passed away 
just last August. 

Throughout his career, he has 
also served in a host of volun¬ 
teer positions in the communi¬ 
ties where he has lived, including 
on the Salvation Army Board of 
Directors, the Commission for 
the Deaf and Hard of Hearing, 
the Selective Service Board, the 
Board of the Kentucky Book 
Fair, and many other charitable 
and civic organizations. 

“I returned to work for Ken¬ 


tucky’s legislative branch of 
government in 2011 as chief of 
staff to Representative Tommy 
Thompson, the House Majority 
Whip,” Huddleston said 

But it was just last winter 
when he moved even higher up 
the career ladder, reaching the 
pinnacle - so far - of working 
alongside Lt. Governor Luallen. 

“I am excited and tremen¬ 
dously honored to have been 
asked to work for Lt. Governor 
Crit Luallen,” Huddleston said 
of his relatively new position 
in Kentucky government. “She 
has worked her way through the 
ranks of Kentucky State Govern¬ 
ment earning the respect and ad¬ 
miration of Kentuckians far and 
wide.” 

Still proud to be a Kentuckian, 


and even more so of his Clinton 
County roots, Huddleston’s pride 
for the Bluegrass State and his 
memories of early years in this 
community he still calls home, 
go back to his early childhood 
years and his start here 

Additionally, this article 
won’t be the first time one of 
Huddleston’s accomplishments 
has been showcased in the pages 
of the Clinton County News. 

“When I was in the 7th grade, 
your Dad (Clinton County News 
founder, the late A.B. Gibson) ran 
a picture of me being presented a 
$25 Treasury Bond when I won 
first place in an essay contest on 
‘The Beauty of Kentucky’ spon¬ 
sored by Harvey Qualls’ Service 
Station,” Huddleston recalled 
in an earlier email. “Those and 
these are the good ole days.”

Essay winner 

Phil Huddleston’s love of his native Kentucky began with his early years when he lived in Albany. 
This clipping of a photo that appeared in the July 23, 1964 issue of the Clinton County News, shows 
a young Huddleston accepting a $25 United States Savings Bond from Albany businessman Harvey 
Qualls. The bond was a first place prize for an essay contest that had been sponsored by Qualls’ local 
business, Harvey’s Service Station (located where Advance Auto is currently situated). 

Huddleston’s winning essay was titled “What I Love About Living in Kentucky.” 
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Comer held a slight lead of only 
30 votes, 69,680 to Bevin’s 
69,650 votes, before Bevin again 
moved ahead to hold a slim 122 
vote lead. 

Whichever GOP team finishes 
final vote tabulations in front and 
survives any possible recounts to 
win the republican nomination, 
he and his running mate will face 
Democrats Jack Conway, the 
current Kentucky Attorney Gen¬ 
eral, and his Lt. Governor run¬ 
ning mate, Sannie Overly, who 
won easily in Tuesday’s primary 
election both in Clinton County 
as well as across the entire state. 

Here, the Conway/Overly 
team earned 128 votes from Clin¬ 
ton County voters to just 25 votes 
for the team of Geoffrey Young 
and Johnathan Masters. 

Conway, who was consid¬ 
ered to have only token oppo¬ 
sition from the Young/Masters 
pair, spoke to his party to accept 
the victory just 18 minutes after 
polls had closed in the central 
time zone Kentucky counties. 

Republican voters also had 
three other choices to make in 
Tuesday’s primary voting, in¬ 
cluding the race for the party 
nomination for Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

In that contest, Whitney West- 
erfield picked up the most Clin¬ 
ton County votes with 784 to 455 
votes for Michael T. Hogan. 

Across the state, with 85 per¬ 
cent of the Kentucky precincts 
reporting, Westerfield had also 
won the Republican nod, with 
more than 84,400 votes to Ho¬ 
gan’s 74,350 votes. 

Westerfield will face Demo¬ 
crat Andrew Beshear, who was 
unopposed in Tuesday’s primary. 

In the race for State Treasurer, 
Clinton County Republican fa¬ 
vored Allison Ball, who earned 
561 votes over two opponents, 
Jon Larson who finished locally 
with 375 votes and Kenneth Imes 
with 237 votes. 

Ball also won the Republican 
nomination in state-wide voting 
over her two opponents, and will 
face Democrat nominee Rick 
Nelson, who was that party’s 
favorite in Clinton County earn¬ 
ing 52 votes to just 30 votes for 
Neville Blakemore, 22 votes for 
Richard Henderson, 18 votes for 
Jim Glenn and 16 votes for Dan-

iel Grossberg. 

In statewide voting, with 97 
of 120 counties reporting, Nel¬ 
son was leading in that race and 
was projected to be the Democrat 
nominee. 

In the race for the Republican 
nominee for Kentucky Commis¬ 
sioner of Agriculture, Clinton 
County voters heavily favored 
Ryan F. Quarles who earned 765 
votes over his challenger, Rich¬ 
ard Heath, who finished here 
with 499 votes. 

Across Kentucky, voting in 
that race was much tighter, with 
Quarles holding a narrow lead at 
press deadline. 

The Republican nominee will 
face Democrat Jean-Marie Law- 
son Spann in the fall general 


election. 

In the race for Kentucky Sec¬ 
retary of State, only the Demo¬ 
crats had a choice Tuesday, and it 
was Allison Lundergan Grimes, 
the incumbent, who received the 
voter nod both locally and state¬ 
wide. 

In Clinton County, Grimes 
picked up 127 votes over just 
26 votes for challenger Charles 
Lovett. 

In statewide voting, Grimes 
easily won over Lovett as well, 
and this fall will face Republican 
challenger Steve Knipper, who 
was unopposed in Tuesday’s pri¬ 
mary election. 

Tuesday’s election tabulation 
event in the office of Clinton 
County Clerk Shelia Booher, was 


one of the smallest election night 
gatherings in recent history, a 
typical occurrence when no local 
races are found on the election 
ballot. 

The first precinct of the 13 
county voting locations to report 
to the courthouse was South Al¬ 
bany, bringing totals in at 6:07 
p.m., just seven minutes after 
the polls had closed, while the 
last precinct to bring it’s election 
materials into the clerk’s office 
was Piney Woods, who reported 
at 6:41 p.m. 

Readers are reminded that all 
vote totals noted in this article 
are unofficial, as are the vote to¬ 
tals shown in the accompanying 
table.

Everyman knows his basketball 



Tribute this week, to a Ken¬ 
tucky Everyman fan. 

“Born and raised in a house 
full of basketball talk,” an e-mail 
said. 

William Sparkman is among 
those who have lived longer, 
witnessed the parade of winning 
teams at Kentucky longer and 
watched from a special place on 
our map. 

“I was born and raised in 
Mousie, Kentucky (Knott Coun¬ 
ty).” Sparkman wrote. 

Typical citizen in Big Blue 
Nation. Expertise honed by expe¬ 
rience, common sense and time, 
his brand is higher quality than 
all who have sold out to one and 
done. 

Sparkman’s affection for UK 
hoops seems not measured by 
money, celebrity and hype, but 
style, priorities, and skilled team 
men dating to his favorite coach, 
Adolph Rupp. 

And this: “My dad would turn 
the game on (teevee), then listen 
to Cawood Ledford on radio,” he 
said. “Cawood would tell it like it 
was.... I miss those days.” 

The pause from the man from 
Mousie, reminded me our game 
has changed so dramatically an 
NCAA official said the other day, 
“we’ve got to make some chang¬ 
es to make our game watchable 
again.” 

Watchable again? In Ken¬ 
tucky such words smack of sac¬ 
rilege. 

Sparkman’s UK favorites tell 
a story too: Dan Issel, Anthony 
Davis, Kenny Walker, Mike 
Casey, Tony Delk, Pat Riley, 
Kyle Macy, Jamal Mashburn, 
Sam Bowie and John Wall. Dedi¬ 
cated team men. 

“I could go on forever with this 
list,” he said, “But if I coached a 
team I would want these 10.” 

Finally, Sparkman had an is¬ 
sue to air. “... of all the great 
players at UK only one has been 
player of the year. (Anthony) Da¬ 
vis. ... This year Willie (Cauley- 
Stein) was the best player in the 
nation. No question!” 

Ironically, Sparkman’s view is 
supported by best-there-ever-was 
Larry Bird. The Indiana Pacers 
exec told Cauley-Stein last week, 
he believes the ex-UK star is a 


$100 million player. 

Sparkman is Everyman. From 
Mousie in Knott County, we can 
almost hear Sparkman’s amen to 
that. 

PLUG IN APPROACH 

For Kentucky, and to more a 
wait-and-see for Louisville, our 
state’s college basketball powers 
are projected among rankings 
high flyers again in 2015-16. 

Considering UK sent half its 
roster into the job market last 
month, and came up zero-for- 
seven on 5-star recruits in the 
spring, how can Kentucky be a 
top five team in preseason polls? 

Name recognition aside, it’s 
the plug-in factor. 

Having lost recruits Cheick 
Diallo and Carlton Bragg (to 
Kansas), Jaylen Brown (Cali¬ 
fornia), Malik Newman (Mis¬ 
sissippi State), and Steve Zim¬ 
merman (UNLV), Kentucky can 
plug in Skal Labissiere at cen¬ 
ter, Mychal Mulder at shooting 
guard, and Isaiah Briscoe any¬ 
where and a promising nucleus -

to “... show us something!” this 
time around. 

Louisville. A mostly (new) 
team that could crash and burn, 
more likely will rise again under 
its Hall of Fame coach. If the 
Cardinals succeed, Rick Pitino 
will be back in demand to write 
another how-to book. 

SIGN OF THE APOCA¬ 
LYPSE? 

University of Kentucky and 
its men’s basketball coach are 
discussing a one-year, $8 million 
contract extension. 

Through 2022, it would pay 
the ball coach $54 million and 
replace a seven-year $52.5 mil¬ 
lion contract signed last June. 
Additionally, five weeks from 
now a longevity bonus kicks in 
at $1.6 million. 

Odd, how media herd types 
report with enthusiasm gargan¬ 


tuan amounts of money going 
into pockets of athletes, admin¬ 
istrators and ball coaches, but 
never an investigative look into 
how they spend it.

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Thompson sentencing continued; Georgia suspects 
arraigned during May term of Clinton Circuit Court 


Sentencing for a local man 
who had pled guilty to murder 
has been delayed and three out- 
of-state suspects charged with 
multiple counts of criminal pos¬ 


session of a forged instrument 
involving stolen or altered credit 
and debit cards were arraigned 
during the lengthy May 14 ses¬ 
sion of Clinton Circuit Court 


with Judge David L. Williams 
presiding. 

During the scheduled sen¬ 
tencing of Michael E. Thomp¬ 
son, Judge Williams continued 
the sentencing until June 4 “if 
the co-defendant, Andrea Byler, 
enters a plea on that date,” ac¬ 
cording to court records. If no 
plea is entered, sentencing will 
be continued generally until after 
the co-defendant’s (Byler’s) trial. 

The pair is accused in the 
October 2013 murder of Jimmy 
Sidwell, Jr., whose body was 
discovered underneath an unoc¬ 
cupied mobile home in south 
Albany. The victim died of mul¬ 
tiple stab wounds, according to 
autopsy results. 

Early this year, Thompson 
pled guilty to murder and other 
charges in an agreement with the 
Commonwealth and accepted a 
total 35-year prison sentence. A 
part of the plea agreement was 
his truthful testimony against his 
co-defendant, Andrea Byler. 

Byler has had various trial 
dates already postponed, with the 
latest continuance being granted 
on April 9 during a pretrial con¬ 
ference. 

A trio of Georgia residents 
who were arrested in Clinton 
County on March 19 and sub¬ 
sequently charged and indicted 
in relation to use of stolen credit 
and debit cards they used to 
make large purchases, primar¬ 
ily cigarettes for resale, also ap¬ 
peared in court last Thursday for 
arraignment. 

Belane G. Makonnen, Star A. 
Brown and Sarr T. Babacar, all 
whose addresses were listed as 
being from Georgia, appeared 
with public advocacy attorney 
Brad Shuffett. Each defendant is 
charged with 20 counts of pos¬ 
session of a forged instrument 
second degree and each waived 
formal arraignment, entered not 
guilty pleas and the court set a 
pretrial conference for all three 
on July 9. 

The following is a listing of 
cases in circuit court that had 
some type of resolutions reached, 
including sentencing, plea agree¬ 


ments, motion ruled on or trial 
dates scheduled.

Tarina R. Whited, pursuant to an 
agreement reached on April 9. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
theft by unlawful taking or dis¬ 
position (controlled substance) 
with a sentence of three years im¬ 
posed, probated for three years 
with supervision and she will re¬ 
ceive credit for any time served. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Nathaniel Johnson. 

The Commonwealth recom¬ 
mended dismissing the charges 
of receiving stolen property (fire¬ 
arm) and persistent felony of¬ 
fender first degree (two counts). 
Upon a plea of guilty to posses¬ 
sion of a handgun by a convicted 
felon, the defendant would serve 
five years, to run consecutive 
with another indictment in Clin¬ 
ton Circuit Court. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for June 4. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Danny Holman. 

Upon a plea of guilty to fla¬ 
grant non-support, the defendant 
would receive a sentence of four 
years, pretrial diverted for five 
years or until arrearage is paid in 
full. He shall pay a monthly pay¬ 
ment, regular and late support, 
totaling $351.00. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs.

Frankie Fee Booher, Jr., charged 
with flagrant non-support, the 
defendant did not appear and an 
order of arrest was issued. 

A few other cases also came 
before the court last week, being 
continued for various reasons.

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Connecticut enacts first speed-limit law 

May 21, 1901 

On this day in 1901, Connecticut becomes the first state to pass a law regulating motor vehicles, 
limiting their speed to 12 mph in cities and 15 mph on country roads. 

Speed limits had been set earlier in the United States for non-motorized vehicles: In 1652, the colony 
of New Amsterdam (now New York) issued a decree stating that “[N]o wagons, carts or sleighs shall be 
run, rode or driven at a gallop” at the risk of incurring a fine starting at “two pounds Flemish,” or about 
$150 in today’s currency. In 1899, the New York City cabdriver Jacob German was arrested for driving 
his electric taxi at 12 mph. The path to Connecticut’s 1901 speed limit legislation began when Represen¬ 
tative Robert Woodruff submitted a bill to the State General Assembly proposing a motor-vehicles speed 
limit of 8 mph within city limits and 12 mph outside. The law passed in May 1901 specified higher speed 
limits but required drivers to slow down upon approaching or passing horse-drawn vehicles, and come 
to a complete stop if necessary to avoid scaring the animals. 

On the heels of this landmark legislation, New York City introduced the world’s first comprehensive 
traffic code in 1903. Adoption of speed regulations and other traffic codes was a slow and uneven process 
across the nation, however. As late as 1930, a dozen states had no speed limit, while 28 states did not 
even require a driver’s license to operate a motor vehicle. Rising fuel prices contributed to the lowering 
of speed limits in several states in the early 1970s, and in January 1974 President Richard Nixon signed 
a national speed limit of 55 mph into law. These measures led to a welcome reduction in the nation’s 
traffic fatality rate, which dropped from 4.28 per million miles of travel in 1972 to 3.33 in 1974 and a 
low of 2.73 in 1983. 

Concerns about fuel availability and cost later subsided, and in 1987 Congress allowed states to 
increase speed limits on rural interstates to 65 mph. The National Highway System Designation Act of 
1995 repealed the maximum speed limit. This returned control of setting speed limits to the states, many 
of which soon raised the limits to 70 mph and higher on a portion of their roads, including rural and 
urban interstates and limited access roads. 

American inventor Morse dispatches 
telegraph message 

May 24, 1844 

In a demonstration witnessed by members of Congress, American inventor Samuel F.B. Morse dis¬ 
patches a telegraph message from the U.S. Capitol to Alfred Vail at a railroad station in Baltimore, Mary¬ 
land. The message-“What Hath God Wrought?”-was telegraphed back to the Capitol a moment later 
by Vail. The question, taken from the Bible (Numbers 23:23), had been suggested to Morse by Annie 
Ell worth, the daughter of the commissioner of patents. 

Morse, an accomplished painter, learned of a French inventor’s idea of an electric telegraph in 1832 
and then spent the next 12 years attempting to perfect a working telegraph instrument. During this pe¬ 
riod, he composed the Morse code, a set of signals that could represent language in telegraph messages, 
and convinced Congress to finance a Washington-to-Baltimore telegraph line. On May 24, 1844, he 
inaugurated the world’s first commercial telegraph line with a message that was fitting given the inven¬ 
tion’s future effects on American life. 

Just a decade after the first line opened, more than 20,000 miles of telegraph cable crisscrossed the 
country. The rapid communication it enabled greatly aided American expansion, making railroad travel 
safer as it provided a boost to business conducted across the great distances of a growing United States. 

Solzhenitsyn returns to Russia 

May 27, 1994 

Two decades after being expelled from the USSR, Nobel laureate Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn returns to 
Russia in an emotional homecoming. 

In 1945, Solzhenitsyn was sentenced to eight years of hard labor for criticizing Stalin in a letter to a 
friend. His prison experiences formed the basis for One Day in the Life of Ivan Denisovich, his famous 
first novel. In 1970, he was awarded the Nobel Prize in literature and began work on The Gulag Archi¬ 
pelago, his vast history of the Soviet totalitarian system, from Lenin’s ascension to the official Soviet 
denunciation of Stalin. Foreign publication of this work led to his expulsion from the USSR in 1974, and 
he settled in the United States. Soviet officials dropped charges of treason against Solzhenitsyn in 1990. 
One year later, the Soviet Union collapsed and in 1994 Solzhenitsyn returned home. There, he continued 
writing and often publicly criticized the post-Soviet Russian government. 

Solzhenitsyn died of heart failure in Moscow on August 3, 2008. He was 89.
